SACRAMENTO, Jan. 9.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sacramento hackman 
is in his glory and a rubber overcoat 
tonight, and his ringboned steeds are 
splashing around town on their way to 
and between the brilliantly-lighted 
Capitol, dragging their dripping ve- 
hicles, freighted with beauty and other 
things, to the Governor's ball, or com- 
ing back empty for another load of 
the same. 

The rain it raineth something lovely 
to behold, and when one peeps out of 
his window at reeking streets and 
notes the shafts that the rain god fires 
against the panes, he is moved to feel 
that there are things of moment be- 
sides the’ mere matter of electing a 
Senator or another fellow in the 
American House of Lords; the matter, 
for instance, of fat fields, lusty cattle 
in a thousand valleys, and fat purses 
in the pockets of California ranchers. 

Like all days before a big event in 
politics, it has been one of log-rolling, 
button-holing, pulling and hauling; 
lying and truth-telling; guessing and 
bluffing, in the effort of the creature 
man who thinks he is the whole thing 
to get the better of some other man 
who thinks the same regarding himself. 
For my part, I cannot see that there 
has been the shifting of more than a 
single pawn on the Senatorial chess- 
board since these dispatches were 
closed last night, although one can 
hear stories innumerable and not one 
of them traceable to any other ter- 
minus than up a tree. 

GRANT'S STALWARTS. 

_ Mr. Grant’s stalwarts stand fast like 
the immortal 306 who made a bit of 
American history at Chicago when the 
father of his son made the attempt to 
be nominated for the Presidency of 
the republic for a third term. The

These amendments were 
accepted by Mr. Morgan, and. finally, 
accepted by the entire Committee om 


the Nicaragua Canal, so that they be- 
came a part of the bill before the 
Senate. 

Before these amendments were pree 
sented they were shown to Mr, Caffery 
of Louisiana. and he agreed that they 
were first-rate. When the bill 
came up as unfinished business, Caffery 
knew of Senator Morgan's intention to 
ask for an agreement upon the time 
for the vote. and he began a long 
speech, partly in praise of the bill ag 
amended, and partly in condemnation 
of it.

APPROPRIATION REST®PWRED. 

The House today reversed the deci- 
sion of the committee of the whole last 
Friday, when the appropriation for the 
civil-service commission was struck 
from the Legislative, Executive and 
Judicial Appropriation Bill. In com- 
mittee, where members do not go on 
record, the appropriation was stricken 
out by a vote of 67 to 61. Today when 
the roll was called the appropriation 
was restored, the motion to strike out 
being defeated, 97 to 119. The House 
today, by special order, decided to pro- 
ceed with the consideration of the 
Naval Personnel Bill as soon as the 
bill for the codification of the laws of 
Alaska is out of the way. About sev- 


enty additional pages of the latter bill

FIGHT IN COMMITTEE. 


It Will Be Upon the Matter of Sov- 
ereignty or Concession.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—[Exclusive 


Dispatch.] The fight which will come 
up in the House Committee on Com- 
merce tomorrow will be upon whether 


the Nicaragua fill, which is to be re- 
ported to the Howuse,ris to be passed 
upon securing of sovereignty by the 
United States, or upon the concession 
which is now existing in the name of 
the Maritime Canal Company. Chair- 
man Hepburn will stand firm for the 
point in his bill upon sovereignty, 
while tere are several men in the com- 
mittee who will follow the lead of Bar- 
ham in his effort to have.a bill which 


is baged upon the concession. Barham 


has uncovered, in the constitution of 
Nicaragua, an unanswerable argument 
to the sovereignty plea. That instru- 
ment provides that the constitution 
may not be changed within ten years 
of its promulgation, which was in 1894, 
and sovereignty may not b@ alienated 
except by the people. This would pre- 
vent any action under the Hepburn 
bill until 1904, and there will be a 
strong fight upon thege grounds. 

Representative Hilborn today intro- 
duced a bill which, if passed, will do 
much to equalize honors, pecuniary 
ones at least, which will flow to naval 
officers from the war. His bill gives 
to ajl the bureau chiefs who served 
here during the war the same pay 
upon retirement as they enjoy while 
in active service.

The blood- 
stained wreck of tangled and twisted 
iron and wood that was still on the 
tracks tonight bore witness to the truth 
of the general verdict of railroad men 
that this was one of the worst collis- 
ions in recent years. 

head-on collision on a double 
track road was made possible only by 
a freight wreck which occurred at 
Bound Brook at 6 o’clock this morning, 
when the axle of a freight car broke 
and nine cars were piled on top of each 
other. This completely blocked the 
eastbound track and all through the 
-norning Lehigh Valley trains bound 
for New York switched from their own 
track to the westbound track, going 
over the rails from Bound. Brook to 
Newmarket, a distance of six miles, and. 
changing at the latter place back to 
their right side of the road. To per- 
mit this mode of traffic, all west- 
bound trains were held at South 
Plainfield until their own line was 
clear of trains going in the opposite 
direction. 

Train No. 20, which left Shamokin, 
Pa., at 7 a. m., was so heavy with 
human freight that it had to be broken 
into three sections.

Both Profess to Be Eager for the 
Contest Tonight.

Among the betters the bulk of the 
money is being placed on McCoy. The 
betters argue that McCoy's cleverness 
will carry him safely over every mine 
the Sharkey may plant, and enable him 
to ride safely over the sailor when he 
is at his stormiest. 


SPORTS FBELING UNEASY. 


McCoy Trying to Make a Fiasco Out 
of Tonight’s Battle. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—Some uneasi- 
ness has developed among patrons of 
boxing, owing to the attitude assumed 
by Kid McCoy on the question of hit- 
ting in clinches. McCoy says that un- 
der clause No. 13 of the articles which 
Sharkey and he signed for the fight to- 
morrow night, neither can hit while 
the other has hold of him, and that 
the hitting constitutes a clinch. Mc- 
Coy’s position is said to be at variance 
with an expressed understanding be- 
tween the two men at the time the ar- 
ticles were signed, and while agreeing 
with the letter of the articles, he de- 
clares it to be contrary to their spirit. 
The verbal agreement, it is repre- 
sented, was that a man might hit so 
long as both hands were free. That 
McCoy sheuld have raised the issue 
almost on the eve of the contest is re- 
garded as an evidence of apprehension 
on his part that he may not be able to 
cope with the ex-marine at all points 
of the game. 

If the articles are strictly carried 
out, all a man will have to do when in 
a tight place is to place his hand on 
the other’s shoulder, and this would, 
according to the articles, constitute a 
clinch. 

Sharkey and O’Rourke, his manager, 


say they will insist upon adherence to 


the verbal agreement, but McCoy has 
declared that nothing but what is duly 
set forth in the articles will go. 

George Considine, manager of Jim 
Corbett, who was a McCoy admirer up 
to yesterday, has switched, and is now 
ready to bet on Sharkey. “While I 
have always been of the opinion that 
McCoy would beat Sharkey,’ Considine 
is quoted as saying, “I Jhave changed 
my mind, and now think that Sharkey 
will defeat McCoy. I am ready to bet 
$900 to $1000 that Sharkey will win, 
and I expect to have no trouble in get- 
ting my money ‘covered.” 

The admirers of Sharkey are bet- 
ting their money on the sailor to beat 
McCoy, but they have given up hope 
of getting any better odds than $100 
to $90. 

Tom O’ Rourke has made two big bets. 
The first one is with Joe Vendig, the 
bookmaker, $900 to $1000 on Sharkey. 
The other bet is with Con Keefe of 
Roston at the same odds.and for the 
same amount as the one with Vendig. 

Sam Fitzpatrick has bet $1000 even 
on McCoy. McCoy quit training yes- 
terday, and will come from Asbury 
Park to the Casillac Hotel tonight, 
where he will remain: until an hour 
before the fight starts. Sharkey will 
only do light training today and tomor- 
row.

VISIT TO ROME.’ 


Washington Clerzyman Throwe 
Light on Ireland’s Visit There. 
{[A. I. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 


NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—The Herald's 
Washington correspondent, through 
the courtesy of a prominent Catholic 
clergyman of that city whose foreign 
affiliations keep him in close touch with 
Catholic matters affecting both this 
country and Europe, throws some light 
on the visit which Archbishop Ireland 
is soon to pay to Rome. That clergy- 
man says: 

“There are so many matters to which 
Archbishop Ireland will give his per- 
sonal attention while in Europe that it 
is hard to specify amy cause for his 
particular visit. There was, I am con- 
vinced, no call from the Pope to visit 
Rome, certainly not to answer any 
charges or to explain anything with the 
course of the church in this country 
during recent years. Mer. Ireland’s 
visit is voluntary and is principally in 
relation to the changed conditions 
which will confront the church in Cuba, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines. 

“As every one realizes, there must 
be many changes in the management of 
the church in these islands, and in the 
relationship hitherto existing between 
the church and government and be- 
tween the church and people. The 
peace treaty provides free exercise of 
religion in the islands and a guaran- 
tee that the property which belongs to 
the church shall not be taken from It. 
There is, however, a vast quantity of 
property, especially in the Philippines, 
which nominally belongs to the church, 
but to which there are many claim- 
ants. It is not this so much as the 
character of the priests in the Philip- 
pines which is a cause of so much anx- 
iety to the hiearchy of the United 
States, If the islands are to be held by 
the United States, as ig now almost 
certain, it is to be expected they will 
be placed under the hiearchy of the 
United States. The government will 
not look with favor on the proposition 
to allow the Spanish priests to remain 
in power and office in these islands. 
While they are cordially hated by a 
large body of the natives, they are still 
very influential and their presence 
there would be a constant menace to 
the interests of this country and a hin- 
drance to the work of Americanizing 
the islands. 

“Two priests accompanied Gen. Mer- 
ritt when he sailed for the Philippines 
and they spent some time in Manila 
and other ishands. One of ex- 
pressed himself in vigorous terms as 
to the habits and character of the 
Philippine priesthood. They are totaily 
different from the priests of this coun- 
try. The priests are nearly all friars, 
being members of powerful religious or- 
ganizations. AS the organizatiovxis 
never die, they will accummulate very 
rapidly. In this case they have been 
assisted by the government, which 
gave the church vast wealth that had 
been left behind by the original owners, 
who fled to escape punishment by ¢he 
rebels. These lands the church holds 
on a tentative title, and it is believed 
will be compelled to surrender a large 
quantity, either to the government of 
the United States or the original own- 
ers or the heirs. 

“During the priod of transition from 
the Spanish priesthood to the American 
priesthood, Archbishop Ireland’s pres- 
ence in Rome will be of the greatest 
value, both to the church and the gov- 
ernment. This is, I believe the princi- 
pal reason for this trip, to present the 
case of America and the American 
church to the Pope and to explain many 
steps which the government will take 
in regard to the church in these islands. 
There is nothing in regard to the 
Catholic university which would incite 
a visit to Rome.” 


CLUMSY SAFE-BLOWERS. 


Wrecked a Bank Building at Ash- 
burnham, Mass., Yesterday, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY YT. |

The safe of the First National Bank 

was blown. to pieces by dynamite 

about 2 o’clock this morning. Deputy

and windows rattle. Locating the 
source of the explosion he at once gave

The bank is on the second floor of a 
two-storv brick building. The street 
door of the main entrance had been 
forced open with a jimmy, and a sim- 
ilar process was applied to the door of 
the bank upstairs. The burglars evi- 
dently charged the iron safe heavily 
with dynamite, for the safe had heen 
blown to pieces. Two of its goors were 
found half-way across the room, and 
a bar of iron had been blown through 
a window and neatly across the street. 
All the windows in the place were de- 
molished. and the furniture was badly 
splintered. A large quantity of drafts 
and about $100 in money was found 
scattered about the floor. Cashier 
Sawver estimates that the robbers took 
at least $1500 and perhaps $2000. The 
damage to the building is about $2000. 

From the havoc created it is judged 
that the burglars’ knowledge of safe- 
blowing was limited. The authorities 
have in mind the work done recently 
by burglars at the Bethel, Me., Sav- 
ines Bank. the Wentham National 
Bank. the Phenix National Bank of 
and a Vermont bank 
within the past few months, although 
there is nothing in the line of positive 
evidence to show that all these banks 
were visited by the same men.

BEFORE THE BATTLE. 


Durns Bushjsvhackers Ruanning a 
Desperate Game of Blaff. 
{BY DINECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 9.—(Exctusive 
Dispatch.] The day preceding the Sen- 
atorial battle opened with a wild-eyed 
rumor that Burns had captured forty- 
six votes, and under the marshaling 
of Senator Charles Shortridge, whose 
shaven head and face, heavy fur-lined 
overcoat, “loud’’ necktie, and 
equally loud voice, has made. him the 
clown of the present Legislature, these

It was also set forth by gossipers, 
with various variations, that Burns 
had resolved to cast himself upon the 
altar of the Republican party. If he 
were to be sacrificed, his gore should 
be spilled that it might cry aloud at 
the ingratitude of a republic which 
could not recognize in the many-time- 
indicted felon, a man worthy of its 
suffrage. He would cry aloud with his 
last breath, it was declared, that he 
gave his all for the good of the party 
and, scorned and neglected though he 
might be, magnanimity should rule his 
conduct to the last and to the glory 
of hig generosity he would donate his 
votes to that noble statesman who has 
been heard of before, but who now says 
he is not a candidate, Morris M. Estee. 

DANIEL’'S RIGHT BOWER. 

Estee, it was solemnly averred, was 
a good man. The State could rally 
around Estee. Morris had given Daniel 
his start in life, for he had furnished 
him money to go in search of the Can- 
delaria mines. Therefore, Daniel swore 
by Morris. Daniel onty lived to do 
honor to Morris; that is, not forgetting 
his other friend, Bulla. Bulla was a 
good little ‘“‘feller,”’ and had lent him 
for several, weeks a new cloak of re- 
spectability to rasp around and hunt 
for votes in. If Morris were out of the 
way, Daniel could be nappy with Bulla, 
but Estee was his heart's first choice, 
and on him all those afraid of pillory 
from the public press and their con- 
stituents could rely to save them. 

THE CAUCUS BLUFF. 

Hence the smiles with which the 
ward heelers, thugs and corruptionists 
wandered around the hotel lobbies giv- 
ing out sub rosa the tip that Dan's 
spectacular hour had come.

Senator Smith of Bakerstield, seeing 
that Assemblymen Cobb, Kelsey and 
Arnerich had come out for’ Burns, 
thought he would do _ coming-out 
himself, and openly declated for Grant. 
Smith has much influence in the Sen- 
ate, and is a worker, and his act will 
have great weight. 

Senator Smith said to the Times cor- 
respondent: ‘I have been in favor of 
a Southern California man from. the 
start; though good men in my district 
have favored a northern man, there 
has been no crystallization. of opinion 
until quite recently. Now from letters 
and telegrams it seems the time has 
come when we can get together. I 
have the kindest feelings for Senator 
Bulla, but I feel that the fight will be 
made along Grant's lines, and hence I 
give him my support. I am not suffi- 
ciently informed as to the conditions to 
say how many ballots will be neces- 
sary, but I hope the fight will net grow 
acrimonious, and that it will be settled 
without bitterness.”

‘HERMAN KECK’S CASE. 


Not Gallty of Smuggling. According 
to U.S. Supreme Court,

The court gave its principal atter- 
tidn to the charge of smuggling, hold- 
ing that it was not applicable -becausy 
the goods in question were not landed, 
and that. therefore, the act was not 
completed. 

In the District Court for the Eastern 
District of Pennsylvania Keck was 
found guilty. The effect of Justice 
White's decision wes to reverse the 
District Court and remand the case.

SUNDAY AT HAVANA, 


The Freest Known for Yenrs—Cua- 
toms and Criminal Noates. 
(A. P. MORNING KEPORT) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune says Havana passed the 
freest Sunday it has Known for years. 
The constraint that was upon the 
people has been removed, and the day 
was more of a holiday th anything 
else. Under Spanish rule the flag was 
displayed on Sundays and on church 
or ,national holidays. Cubans fol- 
lowed the old observance to the extent 
of putting out Cuban flags. The so- 
ciety Known &s the Centro Asturiano, 
which in the days of the insurrection 
and war was the center of loyalty, put 
out the Spanish flag. Nobody made 
objections, and no ill-feeling is shown, 
This may have been because the Stars 
and Stripes were floating over the forts 
and government buildings. . The feel- 
ing of relief among the people was quite 
evident. 

Havana merchants are becoming 
accustomed to the new custom house 
methods, One of the largest import- 


ish officials for & large importation 
of coffee. Usually coffee was mani- 
fested as corn. This time it was put 
down as beans. The ship was expected 
to arrive before American control was 
assumed, but was delayed. The con- 
signees filed around the custom house 
for several days, and finally explained 
that the manifest of the cargo they 
were expecting had been arranged 
under Spanish procedure, and they 
wanted an opportunity to enter it under 
a true manifest. Another importer, a 
wine merchant was ina similar dilemma 
and had to clear himself in the same 
manner. 

Collector Bliss has received many 
letters from importers charging their 
rivals with smuggling. These are in- 
variably answered with the official 
statement that a reward of 25 per cent. 
will be paid by the American govern- 
ment for evidences of customs frauds, 
and the complaining persons are in- 
vited to furnish the evidence on which 
their complaints were based.

Sad Suicide’ of a Michigan Lady, 
Shafter Starts West Thursday.

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Jan. 9.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The second-class Jap- 
anese cruiser Kaimon Kan has reached 
Amoy a partial wreck, as the result of 
a fire that broke out during a storm 
at sea. Several of the crew of the 
cruiser were burned to death, and 
many others badly injured. Kalinon 
Kan left Tamsut for the cruise to Amoy 
in excellent condition. 

She was a wcecoden vessel of tke cl] 
style, and hac on board a numvper of 
soldiers, besides her regular crew. 
When a few days out a storm brcke, 
which threatened to send he:*to the 
bottom. In the midst of the gile « fire 
was discovered in one of the spare 
bunkers to the rear of the engines. It 
had been burning for some time, ard, 
fanned by a fierce wind, was xo*n be- 
yond control. 

The Japanese crew behaved with 
great bravery, answering every order of 
their officers. The hose was quickly 
buckled on and streams of water were 
soon playing on the fire. At this junc- 
ture an accident happened to the ma- 
chinery which made it necessary for 
some one to go down the alley. The 
place was full of smoke, and the fire 
was likely at any time to burst through. 
It was a case of almost sure death. Out 
of the few men who could repair the 
break, two volunteered. 

They crawled into the narrow hole 
out of which smoke was already pour- 
ing. Before they got to the machinery 
in need of repairs the smoke overcame 
them. They started forward, but 
made little progress, and finally fell 
into a stupor. No one would go in 
after them, and the fire soon con- 
sumed their bodies. The engines were 
kept running or the vessel would 
surely have foundered. The flames 
were so fierce that several times the 
men were on the point of taking to the 
boats. They were kept at the hot work, 
however, by their officers, and finally 
succeeded in mastering the flames. The 
vessel is repairing at Amoy.

Claias to Be Invalides 
ViCTORIA (B. C.,) Jan. 9.—A judg- 


to the Herald from St. Johns, N. F., 
says reporters have interviewed most 
of the government officials and other 
public men on the subject of »the 
French rights along the treaty shore 
of this island. Hon. A. B. Morine, 
agent for Newfoundland during the 
visit of the Royal Commissioners, Sir 
John Bramston and Sir James Er- 
skine, says: 

“The treaties do not justify the 
French carrying on lobster packing. 
Our case does not depend on the dis- 
tinction between crustacea and fish. 
The question of the sovereignty of the 
soil is involved. The treaties cede the 
French right to catch fish and dry them 
on the land, as in 1713. The treaty of 
that year said the French should not 
erect any building besides stages made 
of boards and the huts necessary for 
the usual drying of fish. The declaration 
of the treaty of Versailles, in 1783, said 
the French should build only their 
scaffolds, by which was meant fish 
flakes for drying purposes. 

“Lobsters were not tinned in 1713 or 
1783. The tinning industry required 
permanent buildings and factories on 
the shore. Lobsters are not dried, but 
boiled, and their packing is an indus- 
try attached to the soil, not to the 
fishery-treaty shore. If there is any 
value whatever on such treaties they 
should be rigidly enfurced. Their fish- 
ing stations on the treaty cost do not 
‘xceed seven, and none are profitable 
apart from the lobster trade. The 
banks fishery is carried on from 8t. 
Pierre, and requires bait, chiefly ob- 
tainable late in the spring from Bay 
St. George, which is on the treaty coast. 
The French assert an exclusive right to 
take bait there, not for its actual value, 
but to enforce bait concessions else- 
where. 

“Newfounduland denies the French 
right to take bait from a treaty shore 
for a bank fishery. If this contention 
be sustained bygethe British govern- 
ment, the treaty shore would be value- 
less to the French. If the French can 
arrange with the colony for bait for 
the bank fishery, Mr. Morine 
thinks they would probably aban- 
don the treaty shore. This cannot be 
done without an arrangement regard- 
ing the French fish bounties. 

“On the bait and bounties the whole 
question hangs. The colony would be 
satisfied if the Britis) government rig- 
idly enforces the treaties, as New- 
foundland contends they should be con- 
trued.” 

The Hon. A. W. Harvey, a prominent 
business man, also one of the delegates 
on the Anglo-French shore question, 
says: 

“If any negotiation be entered into 
for the relinquishment of the French 
privileges, compensation should be 
based on the value of the privileges to 
the French, not the prospective value 


of an unfettered treaty coast to British 
subjects.”

SACRAMENTO, Jan._7, 1899.—A legislator 
from the Southland, a man whose mettle was 
tested in bitter legislative struggles in the 
Assembly of two years ago, said to me today: 
“| heartily wish this Senatorial question were 
settled. Conditions cannot be worse than they 
are today. I have seen enough during the 
week to convince me the only way in which 
a Senator should be elected is by the direct 


vote of the people. The Legislature should 
have nothing to do with it."’ 

There was a look of weariness on his face 
that should not be seen on the countenance 
of one who has made a sacrifice of his ambi- 
tion that his friend might benefit in his own 
aspirations, were that friend in any measure 
successful. But he was truthful in his utter- 
anee, and, as is said of another honored rep- 
resentative of the country below Tehachepi, 
Gov. Henry T. Gage was more frank than 
discreet in his avowal. 

Those who come up to the State Capitol 
from the City of the Angels and look at the 
throngs idling about the great white building 
or the downtown hotels, speak with surprise 
of the ‘“‘quietness’’ which they find prevail- 
ing in the Senatorial contest. From their 
language one might fancy that they came to 
view ban@s of madmen, armed with clubs, 
knives or guns, chasing each other in wild 
delirium, or to gaze upon the spectacle of in- 
numerable Duckworths laying down the law 
as if it were a auestion of boodle for at- 
tachés. It is a ‘“‘quiet’’ struggle, even as 
death sometimes wrestles with the spirit 
within the human frame and departs tri- 
umphant with ‘ts victim, leaving an outward 
smile upon the features of the poor shell that 
remains, £0 that friends, seeing it, exclaim: 
“He died neacefully.” 

THE REAL THING. 

But to him who has some candidate's in- 
terest at heart, who hopes for him and 
works for him, and, yes, it may be, prays 
for him, there is something horrible in the 
apparent stillness that, like a buge vampire, 
floats above the bustling throng below. Stand 
in the lobby of the Golden Eagle Hotel any 

night after the dinner hour; you who know 
politics and politicians and can distinguish 
Burns men from Grant men, or Bulla men 
from Barnes men. Note how amid this ap- 
parently careless crowd men speak each 
other like ships that pass in the night. A 
word, and they separate; one tq idly drift

STRAW BONDSMEN. 


STRANGE NEGRECT OF AN IMPOR. 
PUBLIC CASE. 


Officials Allow 83000 Worth of Bonds 
to Drop Out of Sight—Documents 
‘“Mysteriousty Disappear Retween 
Lows Angeles and San Diego. 


Pleasant have been the paths of the 
gamblers in Los Angeles during the 
st two years. Business was profita- 
ble, courts were merciful, and public 
officials full of the milk of human 
kindness. William O'Keefe, one of the 
fraternity, who was arrested two years 
ago for assault with intent # commit 
murder, can bear witness to the foster- 
ing care -of Providence. Though 
promptly placed in jail and _  con- 
fronted with his two victims, O'Keefe 
was soon released on bail, he departed 
in peace from the scene of his troubles, 
his bondsmen have never paid 1 cent 
to the county, nor in any way beén 
annoyed by attempts to collect the 
penalty for his departure, and to all 
intents and purposes the O’Keefe case 
and its offspring are forgotten. 
William O’Keefe is now where he 
could be arrested without trouble at 
any time, say the police detectives, but 
they have not laid a hand upon him, 
and they defend this action by the 
plea that so long as the old adminis- 
tration held sway in the District Attor- 
ney’s office, it was useless to arrest 
O’Keefe, for a fizzling-out of the case 
was certain. As for the suit against 
the bondsmen, Albert C. Myers and W. 
J. Davis of San Diego, that is buried 
a foot deep under cobwebs and dust 
in. San Diego county, and the public 
treasury has never got a smell of the 
which is its just due. The bistory 
of these criminal and civil cases fur- 
nishes' an instructive example of dila- 
tory and slip-shod methods sometimes 
émiployed by. the county's attorneys 
durings the past two years. 
ebruary 17, 1897, Detective F. H. 
Stééle swore to a complaint charging 
O’Keefe with assault with intent to 
commit murder upon D. N. Gebhardt, 
ih; the Elite saloon. A similar com- 
niaint was filed charging him with as- 
gault upon Henry Anderson. O'Keefe 
was arrested by Steele the same day. 
£xX-District Attorney W. P. James ap- 
peared for the State and Attorney J. 
l..-Copeland for the defendant at the 
preliminary examination in Justice 
Qwens’s court, and March 24 the bail 
in. the Gebhardt case was fixed at 


Keefe’s moved on up to the 
Superior Court in the usual ‘vay, and 
the two casés against him became No. 
2305 ‘and No. 2306- He was arraigned 
April 17, 1897,. and pleaded not guilty, 
and the bond was fixed at $2000 in one 
Case and $1000 in the other. He was 
released on bonds furnished by Myers 
and Davis before a San, Diego judge. 
- June 7, 1897, the case was called, and 
the: defendant was not present. A 
bench warrant was issued for his ar- 
rest, and his bail was declared for- 
feited. The final entry in both cases 
is under date of September 3. 1897. In 
one case it reads: ‘“‘“Memo. (Willis, Dep. 
Dist. Atty.) Suit against bondsmen 
pending in San Diego.” In the other 
case the entry is: “Memoi Suit against 
hondsmen pending in San Diego, says 
Willis, Dep. Dist. Atty.” 
‘So ends the gourt tecord in the two 
assault cases. Nothing whatever has 
since been done to bring the gambler 
to justice. though the detectives say 
he can easily be landed, and would 
have been long ago if it had not been 
regarded as a useless waste of: time 
under existing conditions. 
.The fixing of the bond at $3 was 
done in the face of a protest’ from 
Deputv District Attorney W. P. James, 
who declared the figure todo low. as he 
ad clear proof, he claimed,. of guilt. 
judge Smith fixed it at that figure on 
the recommendation of Maj. Donnell 
and his assistant, Mr. McComas. 
California codes. provide that 
when a“criminal under bond flees, the} 
District Attorney must bri . guit 
ainst the bondsmen. The two neces- 
sarv. suits were filed. becoming cases 
os. 28.482 and 28,483. The com- 
plaints were filed June 10, = 1897, 
and summons issued. July 10. the 
stipulation of the defendants that they 
be allowed until August 2 to plead was 
filed. August 18 a demurrér was 
filed. September 25 a motion for 
change of venue was submitted. Sep 
tember 25. the same day, the ruling on 
the demurrer was deferred until Oc 
tober 4. Sentember 27 a favorable rul- 
ing on the motion for a change of venue 
was filed. making it unnecessary for 
the Los Angeles courts to rule on the 
demurrer. September 28, 1897. the 
papers in the case were mailed to the 
County Clerk of San Diego county bv 
Devnutv C. G. Keyes of the County 
Ylerk’s office. That is the last thing 
t has » been done’ with the cuits 
rainst the bondsmen.

of the County Clerk's office there haa! 
failed to bring to light any record of 
the cases. The cases have never’ yet 
been filed in the San Diego courts. 

Se ua vear and a half have elapsed 
and not a penny of the $3000 owing to 
the county from the bondsmen has been 
‘collected. Albert-L. Myers, one of the 
bondsmen. has gone to the Klondike, 
and W. J. Davis, the second bonds- 
man. is said to have’ placed all of 
his property in the names of others, so 
that it cannot be reached. 

Mai. Donnell, ex-District Attorney, 
Savs that suit hds not been pushed 
against the bondsmen because of the 
improbability of securing anything. 

I understand that there are two men 
in San Diego of the same name as 
one of the bondsmen. I’m not sure 
which of the bondsmen that is. Be- 
Sides. I don’t think we could get any- 
thing and to send a deputy down to 
San Diego to push the case would be 
throwing guod money after bad. See 
Willis. he knows all about it.” - 

“About five weeks ago,” said Asst. 
Dist.-Attv. Willis, “‘Maj. Donnell asked 
me to teke charge of the suit against 
the bondsmen. I went to Copeland, 
the attorney for e defendants, and 
tried to make a etipulation and to get 
him to go down there with me to fin- 
ish up the case. He was sick at that 
time and so we di@ not do anvthing 
more. I never had anything to do with 
the case until just a few weeks ago.” 

' Mr. Willis expressed surprise at 
learning ‘that the court records quote 
him as authority for the entry in the 
O’Keefe case: that suit against the 
bondsmen was pending in San Diego. 
and said he did not know how that 
had come about. He was still more 
surprised to learn that the suit has 
never been filed in San Diego county, 
and that search there has failed to 
find the papers in the case, among 
which are the bonds, whose potential. 
value to the county is $3000. 

“I sguppose,”” said Mr. Willis yester- 
dav. “that the case has never been 
filed because the fees have not been 
paid. The defendants are required to 
pay the costs of filing when the e 
is changed from one county to “a 
other at their request. I suppose that 
the papers were received at San Diego, 
but because the suit was never filed 
they were stowed away in some cor- 
ner. and so do not appear on the 
records. I think the complaints could 
be found there if search were made.” 

Mr. James says that when the county 
or the people bring suit, nu fees are 
necessarv in any county t@ which the 
case may be transferred. 

Thus $3000 worth of property belong- 
ing to Los Angeles county is moldering 
in some forgotten corner, its location 
unknown by District Attorney, depu- 
ties. or anv of the officials who might 
be supposed to have some interest in 
the whereabouts of public valuables. 

The case is one of the simplest felony 
cases that ever got into the hands of 
the combination that ran the Police 
Court and the District Attorney’s of- 
fice. O’Keefe was a tin-horn gambler, 
variously known as Charlie Keith, 
Knight, and William O'Keefe. He had 
trouble with a gang of gamblers in the 
Elite saloon, No. 344 South Spring 
street, a resort frequented by thieves, 
buncorsteerers and unclassified toughs, 
and was whipped by Bob Anderson on 
February 16, 1897. O’Keefe went away 
after the fight, procured a pistol, re- 
turned at 6 p.m., and opened fire as 
soon as he entered the door. He shot 
David M. Gebhardt, a bystander, and 


“Doc” Anderson, a gambler; and was} 


arrested red-handed on the street. It 
was a plain, simple case, and direct 
evidence was available. There was no 
question at all of the man’s guilt. 
But as soon as the arrest was made, 
the gamblers and bunco thieves be- 
stirred themselves in O’Keefe’s tehalf. 
James-L. Copelan’, attorney and small- 
bore politician, was employed . by 


O'Keefe, and he secured bondsmen in 
San Diego.. The bonds were worthless,. 


and OtKeefe promptly skipped. The 


wease has been buried for nearly two 


years, and no effort has been made by 
the District Attorney’s office to bring 
it to trial or to collect from the bonds- 
men. Deputy District Attorney Willis 
says hehas had nothing todo with the 
case, but the court records show that 
whenever it has been called he has 
represented that suit against the bonds- 
men is “pending” in San Diego. No 
such suit is pending; it has not eve 
been filed in San Diego. : 

And this is only one of many cases 
that have been buried and lost in the 
same mysterious way. Deputy District 
Attorney Willis has had the bad luck 
to be mixed up with many of these 
mysteriously-dismissed or lost cases, 
and he has accepted reappointment un- 
der the new District Attorney at $100 
per month.

ERS’ DIRECTORY ADJOURNS. 


Frank Wiggins’s Appointment as 
State Commissioner to the Paris 
Exposition Recommended — Ad- 
dress by President Dohrman of 
San Francisco. 


The last meeting of the present board 
of directors of the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association was held 
last evening. 

F. W. Dohrman, president of the 
Merchants’ Association of San Fran- 
cisco was present by invitation, and 
gave a very interesting history of the 
work inaugurated and the results ac- 
complished by that organization.

“Whereas, It is essential that said 
commissioners be men of great execu- 
tive ability and thoroughly familiar 
with the varied resources and great 
possibilities of this State, and 

Whereas, Frank Wiggins has most 
successfully managed exhibits 
from Southern California at the princi- 
pal expositions held in different parts 
of the country, receiving the highest 
eulogy for his skill, tact and energy 
displayed in conducting such exhibits. 

“Resolved, By the board of directors 
of the Merchants’ and Manufactures’ 
Association of Los Angeles that His 
Excellency, the Governor of this State, 
be urgently requested to appoint Frank 
Wiggins as one of the said commission- 
ers, to represent Southern California at 
the Paris. Exposition.” 

The board passed a resolution thank- 
ing President Baker for the valuable 
services he has rendered the associa- 
tion, and for the uniform courtesy he 
has displayed toward the board as the 
presiding officer during the past year, 
and the secretary was instructed to 
put these sentiments in proper form 
and to present an engrossed copy of 
the resolution to Mr. Baker. A resolu- 
tion was passed recognizing the ser- 
vices of Secretary Zeehandelaar.

surrendered to that company. fits right 
to one-half the water of the river in 
return for an agreement that it shoyld 
receive from the Bear Valley reservoir 
a stipulated amount of water for each 
month, while section 4 of the agree- 
ment further stated that the North 
Fork Company should receive one-halt 
of the water of the river whenever the 
flow exceeded 1300 inches. Later there 
seems to have been some ambiguity as 
to the meaning of the first agreement, 
and a supplemental agreement was en- 
tered into annulling’ section 4.° The first 
agreement was signed by the thirty- 
two members of the company and by 
the officers. The supplemental agree- 
ment was signed by the officers only. 

The North Fork people now set up the 
claim that the supplemental agreement 
is without legality, and that the Bear 
Valley Company has never fulfilled the 
terms of its agreement, and the plain- 
tiff asks damages, that the Bear Valley 
Company be required to deliver one- 
half of the water in the river, and that 
the company be required to make such 
other amends as may be in accordance 
with justice. 

The contest is an outgrowth of the 
drought, and it appears that the real 
legal problem presented is the further 
interpretation of the legal provision 
that the first in time are the first in 
right in irrigation. The greatest flow 
of water the North Fork Company was 
guaranteed in any month under the 
schedule was 600 inches during August 
of each year. If it can show that it is 
entitled to one-half the flow of the river 
whenever it exceeds 1300 inches, it will 
get the full supply of water during a 
large portion of any year, for the river 
fell below that point even during the 
past summer for but a short time, and 
it will imply that the North Fork Com- 
pany is exempt from the necessity of 
sharing in the shrinkage of the stream 
in such seasons as that just passed 
through, while its guarantee of a given 
amount of water for each month, if en- 
forced, as the company claims it has 
not been during recent months, . will 
mean that other users of Bear Valley 
+water will suffer especially.

SEVERE STORM. 


Due Here Today or, at the Latest,

At last it appears that the storm 
which has been in sight for three or 
four days, is to be with us today or to- 
night at the latest.

COMING DOWN IN TORRENTS. 


OUR BEAUTIFUL LAND TO BLOSSOM 
AS THE ROSE. 


Last Season’s Precipitation Already 
Exceeded at Many Places and 
the Little Drops Still 
Gently Falling. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 9.—Rain céme- 
‘nenced falling here about 2 o’clock 
this afternoon, and has continued quite 
steadily since. At 10 o'clock tonight 
it is still storming, and the outlook {g 
a heavy rainfall, as there is now a 
brisk wind from the southeast. The 
rainfall thus far is a little upward of 
six inches, as against five inches to 
the same date last year. The ground 
is now well soaked and the outlook for 
abundant crops is very encouraging. 
The railroad company’s reports show 
that rain is falling as far north as 
Redding, beyond which point ig it. 
snowing heavily. On the Central Pa- 
cific line rain is falling in the valley 
and as far up the mountain as Towles, 
Placer county. From there eastward. 
it is snowing. 


STEADY AT FRESNO. 


Heneficial Effects There Cannot Be 
Over-estimated—Saffering. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
FRESNO, Jan. 9.—Rain began to fall 
shortly after dark tonight and has con- 
tinued in a steady downpour ever since. . 
A heavy wind has been blowing from 
the south all day and the indications’ 
are that the present rain will be one: 
of the heaviest this part of the State 
has seen in several years. If the rain 
continues at its present rate until 
morning, over two inches of rain will 

have fallen. 


The total precipitation on from Sep- 
tember 1 to date is about two inches, 
while the total average precipitation for 
the last dozen years is 3.39 inches, thus. 
the deficiency based on the average 
precipitation is about 1.39 inches. 

The beneficial effect of the present 
storm on this part of the valley can 
hardly be overestimated. Stockton and 
farmers had given up all hope of a wet 
season, and all classes of business men - 
had suffered in consequence. In many 
parts of the county sheep have been 
fed on corn for the last three weeks 
and had it not been for the present 
downpour many of them would have 
died. As it is, grass will spring up, 
and. unless severe frosts set in, will fur- 
nish abundant pasturage for sheep-and 
cattle within two weeks. 

Much of the wheat sown during the 
early months has rotted, and farmers 
were only waiting for the present rain * 
to begin the work of sowing the land 
over again. On the other hand, there ~ 
are hundreds of wheat-growers who 
will start their plows for the first. 
time during the present week. 


STOCKTON’S GOOD LUCK. 


»Way Ahead of Last Season and Still 
Raining Heavily.

THE PRILIPPINE SITUATION. 

Notwithstanding the disquieting 
and even alarming reports that have 
come from the Philippines within the 
past few days, there is a fair pros- 
pect that the troubles there may be 
settled amicably, or at least without 
a general conflict between the Amer- 
icans and the Filipinos. Such a con- 
flict would be as illogica] as it is un- 
necessary. 

The American forces were sent to 
the Philippines, not as oppressors, but 
as liberators. They have fulfilled 
their mission of liberation with most 
signal success. The despotic rule of 
Spain in the archipelago is destroyed, 
never to be restored. It was broken 
down by the superior power of the 
United States. Without our aid the 
Filipinos could never have won de- 
liverance from Spanish tyranny. 
Their cause was absolutely hopeless 
without the aid rendered by our land 
and naval forces. 

The Filipinos owe their deliverance, 
therefore, almost wholly. to the 
United States. It seems hardly cred- 
ible that, upon mature reflection, they 
can be so ungrateful sas to forget, ig- 
nore, or undervalue the priceless 
service which we have rendered them. 
Their present attitude, in al] prob- 
ability, is due in chief part to a mis- 
understanding of the situation. They 
have been g0 long accustomed to 
wrong and oppression, that it is 
difficult, no doubt, for them to under- 
stand the meaning and the true sig- 
nificance of our attitude toward them 
at the present time. They fear a 


Spanish misrule. They distrust us, 
evidently, because they are afraid 
that the ‘establishment. of American 
sovereignty will mean, to them, only 
a change of despots. 

_Phese fears, it: is. hardly necessary 
to say, are groundless. Our banner 


of oppression. Wherever its glorious 
folds are caressed by the breeze, there 
freedom reigng and tyranny dies. 
Under its protection the inhabitants 
of the Philippine Islands will .enj@, 
not only a larger measure of freed 
than they haye ever enjoyed in the 
past, but a lar measure. of free- 
dom than they cGuld hope to enjoy 
under any form of government which 
they might set up for themselves. 
They will have, in effect, all the free- 
dom they can safely exercise, and as 
much, to all intents and purposes, as 
the citizens of our Territdfies enjoy. 
They will be. accorded the rights and 
privileges of local self-government 
so fast as they proye themselves 
capable of using without abusing 
those rights. and privileges. 

When the Filipinos become fully 
cognizant of our intentions with refer- 
ence to their future government, their 
opposition to American rule will prob- 
ably disappear, and they will welcome 
American sovereignty as the best and 
most complete solution of the . prob- 
lems confronting them. Their present 
hostility is due chiefly, without 
doubt, to ignorance’ and groundless 
suspicion, rather than Annate 
viciousness. 


The bill to establish a high license 
for selling liquor in Alaska, instead 
of the prohibitory legislation tiow in 
force in that Territory, ig likely. to 
pass both Houses of Congress and he- 
come a law.

There need be no oppo- 
pg to vaccination, as the greatest 
are is now taken in testing cattle be- 
fdré Subjecting them to the treatment 
to obtain the virus, and as a result the 
virus fiow used is freé from even the 
suspicion of a possible taint of the 
érms of otner diseases. I think the 
oard of Health and the Board of Edu- 
cation should jointly see to it that no 
ohe shall go without vaccination for 
whnt of a physician's fee. I have been 

old that not over 40 per cent. of the 
pupils in the schools of this city are 
protected by vaccination. Taking into 
consideration the possibility of the in- 
vasion of this city by a smallpox epi- 
démic, it is Very unwise to permit that 
condition to continue. There is rid 
question of the efficiency of vaccina- 
tion as a preventive of the disease. 
Those who have béen vaccinated prop- 
erly not only are limited to that mild 
form of the disease which is called 
varioloid, but the chances are that they 
will escape even that form of the dis- 
ease. There is no occasion for any 
alarm from the disease. but steps 
should be taken to make it impossible 
for the diseasé to get a strong foot- 
hold in the city.” 

Dr. Smith of the Board of Health said 
that the law had béen in Gperation 
or a number ef years, and there was 
ho excuse for allowing the schools of 
the city to get in the présent unpro- 
tected condition.

DESPERATE ROBBER. 


GETS THE WORST OF A CONFLICT 
WITH A WOMAN. 
Mrs, Annie D. Hoffeld Taken a Shot 

ata Man Who Has Her by the 


An unknown but desperate young 
man yesterday afternoon made an at- 
tempt to rob the wrong woman, and 
the indications are thet somewhere he 
is suffering the penalty of his crime. 

The woman is Mrs. Anhie D. Hoffeld, 
who owns the grocery at the corner of 
Union avenue and Twelith street, 
which is under the management of her 
husband, Frank R. Heffeld, Mrs. Hof- 
feld is a large and comely woman in 
the prime of life. At 3 p.m. yesterday, 
when she was alone in the store, her 
husband being down town and _ the 
Clerk being in the back yard, a man 
about 22 years of age entered, and 
walking up to the end of the counter 
where Mrs. Hoffeld stood, he asked her 
the price of coal oil and gasoline. As 
she was about to answer, the man 
grabbed her by the throat and backed 
her up behind the counter to the till. 
Here he jumped on the counter, to be’ 
ready to run as soon as he seized the 
money in sight, still holding the woman 
by the throat. 

While the woman was being forced 
up the aiste behind the counter the 
man drew a revolver from his pocket, 
threatening by act to shoot her. 

For a. moment Mrs. Hoffeld was too 
much dazed to act, but soon recovering 
her self-possession, she turned sud- 
denly with her back to the man and 
grasped a 38-caliber revolver, which is 
always kept on the lower shelf near the 
till, and turning again, she shot at the 
man. 

At the time the shot was fired the 
man had the woman by the hair, his 
hand having slipped around her neck 
when she turned. The one shot wus 
enough for him, for he jumped at once 
from the counter into the center of the 
room, and staggering as he ran, made 
his escape out the side door. 

The shot was heard by the clerk from 
the back yard, and he looked over the 
fence but a moment later, but could 
see no one. The sudden disappearance 
of the man is taken as the basis of a 
surmise that he was riding a bicycle 
in escaping. The shot was heard in a 
number of neighboring houses, but no 
one was in the street soon é¢nough to 
get a view of the mah. 

When theman entered the grocery he 
left the screen of the front door open 


cape if a sudden flight became neces- 
sary, but he changed his plans when 
the pluck woman began to shoot. 

Mrs. Hoffeld had ample opportunity 
to take another shot at the man as he 
eae. but she was eatisfied to have him 
eave. 

The fact that a careful examination 
of the building disclosed no bullet mark 
is taken as an indication that the man 
carried the bullet with him. 

Mrs. Hoffeld describes her assailant 
as a young man of about 22 years, 
about five feet seven inches in height, 
slender in build, with a pale complexion, 
which looks as though he -might re- 
cently have been sick. He has dark hair 
and a light mustache. His clothes were 
neat, and he had a clean appearance, 
and none of the looks of a professional 
tramp or tough. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hoffeld were not dis- 
posed to make anything of a sensation 
of the affair, and they did not report it 
to the police.

Immediate steps are to be taken to 
gecure the necessary rights-of-way for 
the construction of the Broadway tun- 
nel. It <nay be necessary to institute 
condemnation proceedings to secure 
certain realty, and the City Attorney 
has been authorized to begin any pro- 
ceedings that may be necessary. 

Deeds for most of the engine-house 
sites recently purchased by the city 
have been accepted, and upon the 
adoption of the necessary ordinances 
the deals for this realty will be closed 
and the title will pass to the city. 

The time for receiving bids for sup- 
plying the city with a police signal 
system has been extended to February 
20 in order to give. prospective bidders 
all the tirne necessary for the presenta- 
of their proposals. 

n effort is be!ng made to have the

The Weekly report of the City Audi- 
tor and the joint report of the Tax 
Collector and the City Clerk with ref- 
erence to the collection of licenses 
were. referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

A belated report was received from 
the Tax License Collector making 
a statement of the collections of taxes 
and other collections for the fiscal year 
1897-98. This report. was due nearly 
six months ago from the old Tax and 
License Collector. For some reason it 
was never filed, and the new Tax Col- 
lector, discovering this, sent it to the 
Council. It was referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee: 

CITY ATTORNEY'S REPORT. 

The City Attorney reported that he 
had prepared deeds conveying to the 
city the several tracts of land the pur- 
chase of which as engine-house sites 
had been ordered by the Council. All 
of the deeds had been placed on rec- 
ord by the grantors, who had furnished 
the city with certificates of title. All 
that remained for the closing of the 
deals was the formal acceptance by the 
Council of the property mentioned in 
the several deeds. One of these pur- 
chases was of a lot in the Harper dis- 
trict, and at the request of President 
Silver the acceptance of this was de- 
ferred for the present, but the reason 
was not stated. The matter will again 
come before the Council at its, next 
meeting. All of the other deeds were 
accepted. 

The contract and bond of the Game- 
well Fire Alarm Telegraph Com- 
pany to furnish the city with fifty fite- 
alarm boxes. a storage battery and 
other electrical apparatus, was finally 
approved. having been executed by the 
properly-accredited agent of the com- 
panv. 

The Citv Attorney presented a draft 
of an ordinance for the opening of an 
alley from Eighth to Ninth streets be- 
tween Broadway and Hill streets, and 
appointing L. E. Fulton, Alexander 
Hasfurg and P. W. Bowers commfs- 
sioners for the opening. The ordinanc> 
was adopted. An ordinance of inten- 
tion to open Bay street from Santa 
Fé avenue to the river, and defining 
the limits of the district of assessment 
was also presented by the attorney and 
adovted.

“In the cas> of Theodore Weisen- 
danger vs. the Citv Council et al., I 
have prepared and filed a demurrer and 
answer. and said demurrer is set for 
hearing January 9, at 2 p.m., Depart- 
ment Four. in the Superior Court. 

“In the case of William Fe -guson vs. 
the Citv Council et al.. I have prepared 
and filed a demurrer to the complaint in 
said action. and said matter is set for 
hearing January 9 at 2 p.m., in Depart- 


‘ment Four of the Superior .Court. 


“In the case of M. S. Croswell et 
al.. vs. Common Council et al.. I have 
prepared and filed a demurrer to the 
complaint in said action, and said de- 
murrer is set for hearing January 9, 
at 10 a.m.. in Department Six in the 
Superior Court.” 

DIVISION NOT AUTHORIZED. 

With reference to the disposition that 
has been made of the money re- 
ceived from the sale of bonds for park 
purposes the City Attorney reported 
as follows: 

“In the matter of money received 
from the sale of park bonds, [ find 
that $10.595 was received from the sale 
of said bonds. and I further find that 
the Auditor has divided sa'd sum into 
two funds. to-wit: a park fund of $10,- 
000. and an interest. and sinking fund 
of $595. Under an act of March 19, 
1889. entitled ‘An act to enable incor- 
porated cities and counties, c'ties, and 
towns, to acavire, maintain and im- 
prove public parks, bouevards,.’ it is 
provided in section 9 thereof, that the 
monev obtained from the sale of the 
bonds shall be kept in a separate fund 
and shall be used exclusively for the 
acauisition or maintenance or im- 
provement of the public parks or 
boulevards. or both of the municipality 
issume them and not for any other 
use or vurpose. Said auditor had no 
authoritv to divide the proceeds of said 
sale. and place any portion thereof in 
the interest-.and sinking fund. and 
would thereforé .recommend that he 
be directed to transfer sum of 
$595 from said interest and sinking fund 
to said park fund.” 

The recommendation was adopted. 

On recommendation of Health Officer 
Powers. A. R. Meserve, an inspector 
for the Horticultural Commission, was 
apnvointed a sanitary inspector for the 
c'tv to serve without pay from _ the 
city. 

CITY CLERK’S REPORT. 

Accompanying the weekly report of 
the City Clerk were the following final 
o.dinanees ordeting street work, which 
the Counci! had acquired jurisdict'on 
to aaopt owing to the fact that no 
protests against the work had been 
received. or if there were protests they 
had been denied: To construct a 
sewer on Twentieth street from Maple 
avenue to a point 400 feet east thereof:

RESIGNED HIS POSITION. 

J. D. Summers, who at the last ses- 
sion of the Council, was elected to the 
position of assistant engineer in the 
City Hall, presented his resignation. In 
his letter to the Council he thanked 
them for the honor conferred upon 
him, but stated that it was impossible 
from him to accept the position. Sum- 
mers was appointed by Councilknan 
Louder. After the appointment had 
been announced it Was discovered that 
Mr. Summers did not have an engi- 
neer’s license, and, therefore, could not 
hold thé position legally. In order to 
give him an opportunity to secure such 
a license the Board of Examining 
Engineers held a special meeting on 
Saturday evening, and gave him an 
examination. He was unable to pass 
the examination, and rather than have 
the Board of Exa-nining Engineers te- 
port that fact he resigned. Later in 
the session Councilman Louder nomi- 
nated Charles S. Hilton to succeed Mr.

WANT A RECONSIDERATION. 

In spite of the fact that the Council 
is now under injunction in regard to 
the purchase of & site of a park in the 
Sixth Ward, which it desired to make, 
the persons who are interested, finan- 
cially and otherwise, in another site, 
desire the Council to reopen the ques- 
tion and to again give them an oppor- 
tunity to contest the matter before the 
purchase is finally made.

THis COURT HOUSE, 


CURIOUS MIX-UP. 


L. TUPPER’S CASE DISMISSED AND 


HE IS REARRESTED. 


Bernard L. Milles Imsinaates That 
Tapper Was Betrayed and That 
Faith Was not Kept—The Dis- 
trict Attorney Professes Straight 
Business, but Says Little. 


“Col.” L. Tupper, who was convicted 
after a most sensational trial, in which 
the testimony of the three “stool pig- 
eons,’’ Fay Harris, Harvey Jenkins and 
Trusty Kramer, cut a very striking 
figure of having attempted to facilitate 
the escape of “Kid’’ Thompson from the 
County Jail, by having conveyed to 
him a revolver, was free from the toils 
of the law yesterday for just about 
three minutes. 
The story of thé trial is a thrice-told 
tale, but it will be remembered that the 
“stool pigeons,’ Harris and Jenkins, 
swore to affidavits that tended to show 
a most curious state of affairs. They 
had ready access to the jail and did not 
need to apply for a Sheriff’s order like 
other people. Kramer, who was then 
awaiting trial, was on intimate terms 
with them, and received the reports 
they brought from Tupper on the out- 
side. The latter had arrived from Ari- 
zona and had, doubtless, all the desire 
to aid his friend ‘‘Kid’’ Thompson, who 
was then in jail, if he could. But he 
was minus money and friends; a 
stranger ina strange city. Jenkins and 
Harris posed.as his friend and repre- 
sented Kramér es the third friends who 
would stand in with them in sending 
help to the Roscoe train robber. Tupper 
fell into the trap, and the avenue opened 
up he eagerly entered upon, not know- 
ing that every step brought him nearer 
to the State’s prison. 
Kramer, upon receiving any news 
from the outside through the inter- 
mediaries, reported to Jailer Kennedy, 
and jn that way close watch was kept 
upon Tupper. Finally, when Harris 
carried the revolver into the jail and 
gave it to Kramer, ostensibly for de- 
livery to “Kid” Thompson, and it was 
captured by Jailer Kennedy, the bun- 
coed individual on the outside—Tupper 
—found himself rushed to jail. His 
arrest and the story in connection with 
it made assurance doubly sure, so far 
as “Kid’’ Thompson was concerned. 
When his own trial came on the evi- 
dence was in some respects most ex- 
traordinary. “Harris and Jenkins fled, 
but were soon run down by defendant's 
counsel at Santa Monica. All kinds of 
affidavits were made and sworn to on 
both sides, but the prosecution solemnly 
protested that neither Harris, Jenkins 
nor Kramer had acted in any other 
than a criminal way, rendering them- 
selves subject to prosecution for aid- 
ing and abetting a crime. They were 
not prosecuted for participation, how- 
ever, but on the other hand a petition 
to the Governor was recently in circu- 
lation that Kramer be pardoned out 
for the offense for which he is now 
serving time at San Quentin. 
Tupper was found guilty by the jury, 


and was sentenced to five years’ im- 


prisonment, but the Supreme Court re- 
versed the trial court and remanded 
the oase for retrial. 

Yesterday the case came up in De- 
partment One to be reset. Depty. Dist.- 
Atty. McComas said he would like to 
have the trial set some time in Febru- 
ary, as he would have to send about 
one thousand miles for witnesses. It 
was not apparent that witnesses had 
got straying so far from the District 
Attorney’s fold, for Kramer is still at 
San Quentin, ex-Jailer Kennedy is in 
the real estate business in the city, and 
even Harris and Jenkins were not far 
away a month or so ago. 

When Mr. McComas expressed his 
desire the,court looked thoughtful. “J 
am inclined to thing that the cage 
ought to be dismissed,” said Judge 
Smith. 

“Well, if that is your honor’s view of 
it,” replied Mr. McComas, laughing, 
“it’s all right.” 

Let the case be dismissed, on mo-

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tion,” said the court, and “Col.” L. 
Tupper was once again a free man. 
The defendant arose and left the court- 
room, but before he had time to get 
clear of the Courthouse he was tapped 
on the shoulder, and again found him- 
self under arrest. This was on a com- 
plaint sworn to by M. T. Bowler, the 
Southern Pacific detective, who swore 
to a complaint alleging that a felony 
had been committed by Tupper on April 
15, 1897, in Maricopa county, Ariz., and 
that the said Tupper is a fugitive from 
justice. The specific offense alleged 
was that the defendant had defaced 
the brands of three steers and three 
cows, the property of John Mullen. 
with intent to steal the animals and 
prevent their identity. It was also al- 
leged that on May 13, 1897, the grand 
jury had indicted Tupper, but that he 
had made his escape from the Terri- 
tory. 
During the afternoon ‘Tupper was 
arraigned in the Township Court, Ber- 
nard L. Mills, Esq., appearing for him, 
and Dep. Dist. Atty. McComas 
representing the District Attorneys 
office. Defending counsel moved to 
quash the complaint and dismiss the 
case, as he contended that the com- 
plaint on its face showed the proceed- 
ing to be one unknown to the law, and 
a mere attempt of the officers to de- 
prive a man of his liberty by a process 
unknown. 
Mr. Mills was wrathy. He has rep- 
resented Tupper throughout his most 
varied experiences in the courts, and 
he regarded the present proceeding as 
a mere subterfuge. He invoked a man’s 
constitutional rights, and asked Justice 
James to frown upon underhand meth- 
ods. If, however, the court determined 
not to dismiss the complaint,: then he 
announced himself as ready and will- 
ing to at once proceed to a hearing. 
Mr. McComas said the complaint had 
been drawn under sections 1549-50 of 
the Penal Code, which authorize the 
arrest of a fugitive from justice by 
complaint, as in other criminal cases. 
But Mr. Mills objected that the com- 


pending against the defendant in Ari- 
zone, and no crime was alleged as hav- 
ing been committed against the State 
of California. 

“As a fact,” continued Mr. Mills, 
“all that the complaint has been drawn 
for is to hold the man on any pretext 
until the requisition papers arrive 
here.” 

“That's so, that’s the placidly 
rejoined McComas: 

“Well, then, we are ready to pro- 
ceed to an examination of the facts 
sworn to by Bowler,’ responded de- 
fendant’s counsel. 

“Well, we want time,” cooily re- 
joined the Deputy District Attorney; 
“we want time, and we’re entitled to 
reasonable time in the case.” 

McComas had the best of the game, 
and his nonchalent manner again 
aroused the ire of his legal antagonist. 

“You've tried to play the game,” said 
Mills, “tried to get the case dismissed 
at San Quentin, and sent an emissary 
to my office, or I would never have 
agreed to have the case dismissed.’ : 

“Well, I didn’t send any emissary,’ 
retorted McComas, beginning to warm 


up. 

“I’ve heard you over the telephone, 
Mr. McComas,” and Mills shot the an- 
swer back hotly. 

McComas arose to his feet and be- 
gan to explain that he had expected the 
ease to go over ‘until February, and 
that he himself knew nothing of the 
complaint sworn to by Bowler until 
after the case moe dismissed by 

udge Smith himself. 

. But explanations of this character ex- 
‘plained nothing to Mills. “They know 
the whole history of this case,” said 
he to the court; “when officers have 
stooped to blackest deeds. The District 
Attorney telegraphed to the Attorney- 
General to issue the remittatur in Tup- 
per’s case before the regulation thirty 
davs’ limit of time, and it was so issued 
at his solicitation. If this action is to 
be proceeded with, we will sift this 
matter to the bottom.”

What Mr. McComas intended by 
moving that the Tupper case bewet for 
some day in February’no one yesterday 
appeared to understand. It is difficult 
to imagine that a second group of 
twelve men could be gathered together 
that would return a verdict of guilty. 
even if the evidence given at the last 
trial were duplicated. It might have 
been supposed it was merely a legal 
mode adopted to hold Tupper until the 
requisition papers arrived, when a dis- 
missal of the case would cast Tupper 
into the arms of the officer from Ari- 
zona, But he disavows having known 
that requisition papers were out. More 
curious still, while he thought there 
ought to be a retrial and Judge Smith 
thought the case ought to be dismissed 
almost outside the door an officer was 
waiting to arrest Tupper on the new 
charge. A most incomprehensible com- 
bination of circumstances, considering 
that no understanding existed between 
the court, the District Attorney’s of- 
fice and Detective Bowler. 


DOLE GOES FREF., 


Prosecution Could not Sustain the 
Forgery Charge. 

E. J. Dole, who was awarded a new 
trial by the Supreme Court, had his 
case dismissed yesterday in Depart- 
ment One. He was convicted July 17, 
1896, of raising a check for $2.50 to $850, 
with intent to defraud the State Loan 
and Trust Company. 

When the case was called yesterday 
Mr. McComas said that he had bee: 
investigating the matter, and W hile 
satisfied as to the defendant’s guil:, 
he was also satisfied that the prosecw- 
tion would not be able to make out «4 
case, owing to the dispersion of wit- 
nesses.

A C©Ourious Bit of Property ‘That 
Changed Its Form. 

Martha F. @na Leander Griffin yes- 
terday began a suit against C. G. Har- 
rison, Mary M. Atkinson and the law 
firm of Mulford & Pollard to recover 
$25,000 as damages. The suit is con- 
tessedly brought by Mrs. Griftin, her 
husband being made party to the suit 
merely to conform to the law. 

It is alleged, as a basis for the heavy 
claim for damages, that on August. 25, 
1895, while the plaintiff was residing 
on her premises near Gardena, the de- 
fendants, by their agents and ser- 
vants, entered and forcibly ejected 
Mrs. Griffin and her children and re- 
moved the house. She was so badly 
frightened that, as she has been in- 
formed and believes, she will never per- 
manently recover from the shock then | 
received, and for that she demands 
compensation. 

The present suit has its basis and 
foundation in a most curious and com- 
plicated state of affairs, in which there 
has been prolonged litigation and also 
some rough contesting over the posses- 
sion of a house worth from $2000 to 


$2500. 
Originally Mrs. Atkinson owned the 
land at Gardena, and sold it to Griffin 
subjeet to a -mortgage held by. Harri- 
son. Mrs. Atkinson brought suit to 
have the deed to Griffin canceled, on 
the ground of fraud, and about the 
same time Harrison—showing no par- 
tiality in the matter—brought suit tuo 
foreclose his mortgage. Byt in seek- 
ing to foreclose the mortgage nothing 
had been said in the complaint about 
the house upon the premises, and 
Griffin sold it to a Mrs. Sanford, who 
removed it to her land closely adjacent. 
That didn’t please Harrison, and he 
obtained a citation from the court ts 
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have the house returned to the original 


1899, 
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resting-placé, but Judge Allen vacated 
the citation on the ground that ‘the 
house, after being separated from the 
land /had become personal propérty. 

at’ Was hardly satisfactory to Har- 
rison, and so he had Griffin arrested 
on the charge of stealing a house, but 
the point was raised that Griffin had 
not mortgaged the premises, and had 
merely assumed a mortgage, and that 
released him, 

Meantime Mrs. Sanford, having got 
the house Onto her land, had a brick 
foundation put underneath, and the 
personal property thereupon in law 
again became real estate. Harrison et 
al. brought ‘a replevin suit against 
Mrs. Sanborn, and again the house was 
torn from its foundation, despite the 
fact that it was then part and parcel 
of the real estate. The replevin suit 
was dismissed, and then an action was 
brought by Mrs. Atkinson, Griffin et 
al., for damages to real estate, and that 
suit is yet pending.

A DAY’S IMPRISONMENT. 
Miss Bruce Claims Heavy Damages 


from Mre. Shinkwin. 


The repeatedly-continued suit of Miss 
Francis F. Bruce to recover 335,000 as 


damages from Mrs. A. M. Shinkwin' at 


last came to trial yesterday in De- 
partment Six before Judge Allen and 
a jury. 

The plaintiff is quite a young woman, 
and the defendant an old lady who had 
te be carried into court in an invafid 
chair. The matters complained of and 
which form the basis for the claim for 
damages, took place in 1895, and since 
then the case has been continued no 
less than ten times, generally owing to 
the illness of the defendant. 

Miss Bruce charges that Mrs. Shink- 
win maliciously caused her to be im- 
prisoned in the City Jail, having sworn 
to a complaint against HNer of disturb- 
ing the peace by tamultous and offen- 
sive conduct. That was on August 26, 
1895, and upon being released on de- 
posit of $10 cash bail it is alleged that 
a new charge was preferred, and an 
arrest made tivo days later, and Miss 
Briice held upon failure to give $10u 
bail. Upon the day following she was 
brought to trial before Justice Morri- 
s0n, was found not guilty, and ac- 
quitted of the charge. 

These arrests form the several counts 
of Miss Bruce’s complaint, and upon 
each a claim for damages is set up for 
ury to business, reputation, etc., in

$35; 000. 

According to the testimony as given 


by the plaintiff upon the witness stand 


she saw an advertisement in 
a daily paper in July, 1895, wherein “a 
Christian lady having a house of ten 
rooms” desired some one to take it off 
her hands. She answered the ad. and 
discovered that the Christian lady was 
Mrs. Shinkwin, who resided at No. 1208 
West Second street. She wanted to go 
anc tive at Long Beach, and was look- 
ing for Some one to manage the house 
for her or take it over. An understand- 
ing. was arrived at on a partnership 
plan, each one to pay half of the ex- 
penses. 
Miss Bruce had come to the city early 
in 1895 from San- Francisco, where she 
said she had started a private school. 
Upon her arrival in Los Angeles she 
had corresponded for a news associa- 
tion at Indianapolis, and maintained 
herself in that way before meeting 
rita the defendant. Mrs. Shinkwin 
6d, she found, been carrying on her 
house as a home for young men, and 
éxnlained to Miss Bruce that she had 
tried to do some good in that way. She 
explained to her, also, that inasmuch 
as she had no means she could not 


¢onduct the house on the same lines, 


but would have to charge a little more. 
According to plaintiff a diffleulty first 
irose beiween Mrs. Shinkwin and her- 
e*f regarding the payment of the board 
ill of a young man living in the house. 
e told Miss Bruce, so she said, that 
had heen understood between Mrs, 
Minkwin and himself that he should 
ke payment to Mrs. Shinkwin. 
wen the old lady came up from Long 
Bach, however, she denied aby such 
Wierstanding, and from that arose 
first trouble. One Sunday night, 
tod Miss Bruce said that Mrs. Shink- 
wil\became very vexcd at certain re- 
maks of Miss Bruce regarding relig- 
iousmatters, The old lady remarked. 
thatCod had endowed her with the 
mo she possessed, and she was 
spemng it.in His service.

companion demurred, however, and 
asked her if she was certain that God 
had endowed her with the money, for 
the Bible had something to say about 
His Satanid Majesty giving money to 
people. The remark offended Mrs.

Upon cross-examination it was 
sought to show that the day before 
Miss Bruce was arrested Mrs, Shink- 
win's son had arrived at the house and 
found his mother locked up in her 
room; also that Miss Bruce had treated 
her roughiyv, and pulled a clock out 
of the old lady's hands. with such vio- 
lence as to scratch her hand. 

These and other similar things, 
which indicated that a rather sensa- 
tional defense may be set up, were in- 
quired about of Miss Bruce, but she 
made denial in every instance.

If the new Board of Health can ac- 
complish what it desires, it will be 
extremely unsafe for any person to 
sell, offer for sale, br eyen have in 
possession any food product the con- 
sumption of which would be likely to 
At the regular meet- 
ing of the board last night, at which 
all members were present, Mayor 
Eaton presiding, the matter of the food 
supply of the city was discussed for 
mgre than an hour, and an investiga- 
tion is to be made witi® a view to sO: 
amending the law as to make the 
prosécution of all kinds of violators of 
it possible. 

The monthly report of Milk Inspector 
Hooser was first read. He reporied 
that during December he had inspected 
187 milk depots and dairies; tested 6) 
samples of milk, had aAbated two 
nuisances: had condemned two caws 
and had closed a large dairy. He was 
asked to explain the nature of the 
nuisances. and did so by saying that 
there were uncleag conditions in milk 
houses. In response to questions by 
members of the board, hé said that the 
Baldwin dairy, southwest of the city, 
had been condemned for the reason that 
the cows there were too poor to give 
milk that was fit for food. He was 
directed to state by name all such 
places condemned in his future reports, 
and the board announced that it #’ould 
give as wide publicity as possible to 
cases where improper conditions pre- 
vailed. 

Meat Inspector Fred T. Hughes re- 


ported that he had inspected i164 
meat markets, 24 poultry markets, % 
peddlers’ wagons, 13 slaughter-houses. 


19 calf peddlers, 26 restaurants. 2 
chicken ranches ana 7 ranches. He had 
condemned 505 pounds of heef, 120 
pounds of mutton, 3 calves, 18 chickens 
and 1 cow. The report was received 
and filed. The matter of making a 
tuberculine test of the cattle tw this 
part of the country was brought up by 
Dr. Davisson. Dr. Salisbury — stated 
that the old board had tried to have 
such tests made, but had nag suc- 
ceeded. Dr. Davisson  thougfit they 
should be made at once, and the other 
members of the board agreed with him. 

Maycr Eaton called attention to the 
necessity for a law which would p*e- 
vent the sale of diseased meat in this 
citv. He asked many questions as to 
the present law. which he thought was 
inadequate. and was assured by the 
meat inspector. that, although every 
effort was made td catch dishonest 
dealers selling such meat, all that 
could he done at present was to con- 
demn the meat when it was found. The 
Mavor insisted that too much attention 
could not be paid to the matten and 
that the supvly of good food to the city 
was one of the most important matters 
that comes within the jurisdiction of 
the city authorities. The Meat Inspec- 
toe was directed to make strenuous ef- 
forts to convict violators of the present 
law. and if there are f€und to be de- 
fects in the law it will be amended so 
as to remove the defects. | 

Dr. Powers again brought up the 
application of one Dr. Grandell for a 
permit to practice midwifery. This 
had heen. befcre the former board end 
had not been fina'ly acted unon.

REBELS BY NATURE. 


SOLDIER RETURNED FROM MANILA 
TELLS OF THE FILIPINOS. 


Frank Tidball of the Tenth Penn- 
Sylvania Says the Better Class 
of the Natives of Unele Sam’s 
New Islands are Gind to Be 
Ruled by This Country. 


“It will not take long to put down the 
rebellious Filipinos of Iloilo, and there 
are plenty of soldiers on the islands 
to quell the insurrection.” 

This is the way Frank Tidball, ae 
private recently returned from Manila, 
summed up the situation which now 
confronts Gen. Miller in the Philip- 
pines, while talking of his experiences 
in Uncle Sam's new possessions in the 
Pacific. 


Tidball was until two months ago @ 
member of the famous Tenth Penn- 
sylvania Regiment, which was in the 
trenches arousd Manila during the bat- 
tle on the night of July 31. He _ re- 
ceived an honorable discharge early in 


home in New Castle, Pa., he is spend- 
ing a few days in Los Angeles. The 
returned soldier tells many interesting 
stories of his experiences with the na- 
tives, and of their feeling toward the 
Americans. 

“Most of the natives,’’ he said, “are 
kindly disposed toward their deliver- 
ers from the Spanish yoke. They ap- 
preciate that they have been freed 
from the rule of tyrants, and look for- 
ward with pleaSure to the new govern- 
ment which is to be established by the 
Americans. Nearly 80 per cent. of them 
are, however, very ignorant, and can 
neither read nor write. It is the lower 
class of this element from which most 
of the insurrectionists come. 

“Although they can be easily quelled, 
they will doubtless rebel again, and 
continue to do so from time to time for 
a good many years. These natives 
have been in a state of insurrection so 
long that it has become second nature 
to them to rebel against any form of 
government. They would rebel if they 
were given power to rule themselves. 
Then they are urged on by deceitful 
and unprincipled leaders, whose only 
ambition is to get a piece of the pie 
which is sure to be cut when the ex- 
isting government is overthrown. 
These leaders, although more intelli- 
gent than their followers, are inspired 
by selfish motives alone. They take ad- 
vintage of the more ignorant natives 
and embitter them against any form 
of government, hoping thereby to grat- 
ify their personal ambitions for power. 

“What is the feeling of the -Filipinos 
toward America and Americans? Most 
of them are Well pleased with the vic- 
tory of the Americans, and are-zlad 
that the rule of Spain has been over- 
thrown. Of course they would like to 
establish a government of their own, 
but such a thing is out of reason. 
They can no more rule themselves than 
can the leopard change his spots or the 
Ethiopian his skin. They are lazy and 
worthless. 

“German and Spanish merchants in 
Manila are delighted with the prespect 
of American rule in the islands. One 
of the Spaniards told me that if the 
United States permitted the natives to 
establish a government of their own he 
would leave his business and migrate, 
but if this country assumed , power 
over the natives he would remain. The 
better class of the residents of Manila 
and other places in the islands fear 
the Filipinos. They are not to be 
trusted, and they are too childlike to 
have the ability to govern themselves.” 

Tidball is disgusted with the climate 
of the Philippines, and, as he expressed 
it, “California is a paradise compared 
with them.” He believes there is a 
great future for the islands, however, 
in as much as they are rich in unde- 
veloped products, and offer great ad- 
vantages for certain industries.
